Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Figure 3 of U.S. Patent No. 
7,136,040 to Park et al. ("Park") teaches a display having a first scanning band and a second scanning band, but does not disclose a third 
scanning band disposed between the first and second scanning bands (Amend., p. 3). Examiner respectfully disagrees. For the purposes of 
examination, and as disclosed in the previous Office action mailed 09/02/2008, the claimed first scanning band includes G1 through Gm-10, 
the claimed second scanning band includes Gm+11 through G2m, and the claimed third scanning band includes Gm-9 through Gm+10, 
wherein each of the above scanning band includes a plurality of scanning lines (e.g., Gx wherein x is an integer between 1 and 2m). 
Furthermore, examiner respectfully submits that the claims are absent any language that would preclude such an interpretation. 

Applicant argues that Park fails to teach or imply that the scanning lines of the third scanning band are scanned in sequence along a third 
direction after the first scanning band and the second scanning band are scanned simultaneously (Amend., pp. 3-4). Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Park discloses wherein the scaning lines of the first scanning band scan along a first scanning direction (e.g., top- to-bottom) and 
the scanning lines of the second scanning band scan along a second direction (e.g., bottom-to-top) simultaneously (Park, col. 7, I. 12 - col. 
8, I. 8). As one of ordinary skill in the art would appreciate, the first and second scanning bands of Park comprise an equal number of 
scanning lines (e.g., G1 through Gm-10 equals Gm+1 1 through G2m). Thus, once the first and second scanning bands are complete, the 
third scanning band begins to be scanned in a third direction (e.g., top-to-bottom, bottom-to-top). As such, examiner respectfully submits 
that Park fairly suggests that the scanning lines of the third scanning band are scanned in sequence along a third direction after the first 
scanning band and the second scanning band are scanned simultaneously. 
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
